' Imperial Policy— Confcderatiou, 

Fow observant persons will, wo ap- 
prehend, have lulled to roftfli tho 
cooolusion that it hna loni^- boon iho 
settled policy ot the Ilorao Govurnmont 
to CODBolidate British Coloniul intero>t8 
by means of Confoderalion. Tho ex- 

' periraent was first to bo tried on tliis 
Continent ; and although all huvo not 
been brought within tho lo'd of tho 
Donnlnion the principle has beon enfii- 
oiently tested to mitis'y the Imperial 
Govoriiment of its soundness and udiip- 
tationtothe want* and in^eresis of all 
tbe'coloules to which geographical cou« 
sijder.a.tioDS would not render it inap- 
■ piicablo. There hna been a einuulur 
ilDwillin£;noHs oa iho purtofs imo in this 
community to nceept (jDnfodi^nition ub 
tho destiny of BriUfh Colmnbiu; and, 
conBcquontly, tuero has been observnblo 
a prooeness to play the part of VVil- 
kins Micawbor. Recent intellicence 
muat have a tendency, one would think, 

' to ■ convince those unbolievo-w of the 
error of their wuyf, and to reveal the 
folly of longer ii diiluenco in thai inuiv 
tion whicti ir» the natural result of ii.fi' I 
delity. It has I'lDj; been the convic- 
tion of the prcsont writer that Conf'd- 
eration is iho utidoub'cd destiny o/ all 
BritiB'j Annerii a, luid liuit ii ia the true 
wisaom of Uie p' opie ol Briii-li Colmn- 
bia, irrcHi ectivo •[ individmil opinion 
as to the det*iraliility of Conledorat ion, 
to icako the best preparation in their 
power for their inoxoruble faro, by a 
timely ^eekinii after sneli onndiiions ns 
would tend in llio highest decree lo 
local and general wellbcing. To iliis 
end we have advocated ilio desirability 
ot a free port for Vancouver Island, and 
pointed out the necessity for the irame- 
iJJaie,e6tabliBhraent of con inuons rail- 
way, conmni ication , and we have en- 
deavoured 10 iiiipro-8 upcn ihe public 
mind the duty of urjiinf,' thi so two yreai 
qoestions upon the atteniinn of both tho 
Imperial and Canadian Goverutnent-', 
instead of settlingdown in "Doubt-land," 
helplessly tweedling our thumbs, and 
disputing about whethei Confederaiioti 
is really onr de^liny or no*,. As nii|,'l,t 
■well be expected, thiruaronot wMnuag 
tboHo who ai^seri that fueb a railway is 
either an utter inipossibiiiiy , or at least 
so far away in iho futare aa not to be 
worth troubling oiir beads about ; while, 
ib regard to the free port, they say that 
it is not to be thought for a sinf^le mo- 
ment that the Canadian Governtiient 
would entertain a theory so ridiculous 
and 80 unknown. It would appear 
almost a waste of time to notice such 
objections— objections '"hich have been 
urged by jw* such perbous in all n^en 
of the world's history , In respect to every 
great undertaking. SteamboatB, rail- 
ways, telegraphn, all wore in turn pro 
nonnced ridiculous and irapraciionblo ; 
yei all have tiiuinphed over tho ridienle 
and blatant ptedietiona of pitiful opposition 
Aa, respects the railway.we are no'. 0[iiy 
firm in the belief of its absolute necessity 
as ft condition to tho succcesful ex'.Od- 
sibh of Confederation to the Pan fie, 
but we are equally firm in the belief of 
its immediate construciim , if the t^oln- 
nista only do their duty in properly 
keeping ihe matter before' tho two gov- 
ernmente) upon whom Its construction 
must chiefly depend, la previous arti- 
cles we pointed out tho grounds upon 
which we conceive the Canadian Pacific 
Eailway to bo a sine qua noii lo tho huc- 
corB ot the Dominion, as well as the 
enormous advantages which such a line 
would possess over ilidse " farther t-oath;

If tho houso is full 
ol city cousins, who want you to timko 
them just as long a visit in ilio winicr 
as jou eutertainod Iboin in tbo eum- 
mer,,it«may be w^Ujto postpoae ibid 
lime orrboroation tor a few weeks, for 
the sake of hospitality, but bo suro to 
plan for a good play spoil, either in 
August or when tlio Agricultural Faiis 
take place.— American Agriculturalist. 

Hogs rccjuiro olt-aa und couHurtuble 
quartern, lu a well built and water- 
proof sty, with sleeping apartments cut 
oli'from tho I'eoding place. Tho trough 
should be of strong oak boAid^', a por- 
tion partiiioiiod oil' lor Ircsli waur. 
In the sleeping upartmoiil a liulu ryo 
straw should be ihiowu aud exchangud 
for cluun iioiu time to time, ,\Vhuu 
laucuiiig, bugs shoald not bavd an excess 
of water, but Just enough to slaku their 
thirat' Being omuivoroua, hogs devour 
aimo-t aiiylhiiig that is givuu ihoiu to 
oat, and oUontimo disgusting and im- 
proper food is given llieiu. Almost any 
place is tbooght good enoagh for a pig, 
uo matter bow damp, dark and filthy ii 
may be. This is u grave error, as Irom 
such illtby dons oomu diooasu of the 
tikiu, swelling of tbo joints-, dullness, loss 
uf uppoiiie, and intestines infested with 
iVorins uud parasites. 

l.'Mi-uovEMENT IN LiUAiN. — Expcrimeiiib 
have demonstrated, and analogy hiis 
showu, that the finest and bust saiuplos 
of sued, eoutiuuod for veurs, will improve 
cbo quality und quantity of the product. 
A butler wheat is thus raised, ovoii a 
variuiy may hu ustubliahod. On this 
prinolplo, in farm' stock, we have tbo 
Uitlurcnt breeds of sheep, swiuo, poultry, 
&c. Ezporimeois have been made ou 
lue humau species,' bab' tbe game, do 
doubt, ho lds good there. 

Tn« OoLACHiN— A Marine OiNnLE.— 

■['here is found on the coasts ol British Colum- 
bia, Kufsian America and Vnucouvar Island, 
a liltlo fish not larger than a smelt, clad in 
glittering armor, which is fat almost beyond 
coocepiioD. It ia popularly known as the 
candla-tish, bat its gcientiQo name is Salmo 
Pacificus. Mr. Lord baa carefully studied 
the habits and manners of this fish, and ihe 
uses to which it mav be applied. Living with 
tbe IndiatiB, ba joined tbeir exoursions after 
tho oandle-lish wbiob, sporting in the moon- 
light on tbe surface gave to the waters tbe 
resemblance of a vast sheet of pearly wavea, 
lo catch tbem tbe Indiana ase a monster 
oomb or take, six or aigbl ieet long, composed 
ol a piece of pine wood with teeth made of 
Done, if sburp-poiotod nails are nt,t to be 
procured. The canoe being paddled by one 
Indian close to the shoal, tho other sweeps 
tbe rake through tbo mass and b'iugsitta 
tbe surface with usually one and s imetimos 
three or four fish impaled on each lootli. By 
ihe lepeliiioo of this proceaj many canoes aie 
soon ruled. Tbe cirguea being lauded, tlio 
lurtbor chorgo devolves upon the tquaiNS, 
who have to do tho curing, drying and i.ii- 
makine. They do not in any way clean ilie 
Qsbi but simply pass long smoo'h aticks 
ibtough iheir eyes, skeweriO)^ as many ou 
each slick as it will bold, aud then lashing 
another piece transvoreely tt the ends to prc- 
voct ihem from slipping ofl tho ekower, Tho 
fiab are then dried and smoked by being 
supended in tbe thick atmosphero ai the lop 
ot the sheds, and this smoke is suthciunt to 
preserve them fresh without salting— a (:ro- 
cess wbiob tbe Indians never apply to tiib. 
When dry they are oarafully packed in oases 
of bark or rusbe.", and are etowed away out al 
the reach ol cbildroQ or dogs till the ivinur. 

' 1 havo nevcf,' says Mr. Lord, ' saco any 
(ish hall 80 fat and as good lor Arctic winter 
!uod as these little oaodle-tisb. It is next to 
tiupudiiible i3 broil or fry ibem, lor tbey melt 
ceinpleiely into oil.' They are so marvel- 
lou.ily lal that the natives use ihemaslanipa 
fill lighiiiig their lolge!". For thii purpunu 
the dry bib is porlorutcd Irura head to lail tiy 
a p ecj of rush pith, by means of a long noi:» 
dio marie ol hard wood. The wick is ilieu 
lighted and tbe fisb burns steadily with a 
suiiioiently good light to read by. Tbe can- 
dlestick is a hit ot wood split at ono end, 
wiih the fi<h inserted in tbo olefl. 

Vyben by heat and pressure these little 
tiebes are liausfocmud iutu a liquid oil, an.d 
tbe lodiao drinks tbem instead of burning 
them, he supplies bis body with a highly 
oarbonoccoas bal, which is burned fl'jwly 
in bis lungs and keeps np his animal heai. 
Without a full supply ot nomo such luod, he 
would perish in tbo cult ut u l ing noriboiu 
wiuiur. 

When a sadieidat supply of 6:h has be u 
dried and pat op lor tbe winter's food, the re- 
mainder is piled in heaps till the'fisheH ai;; 
partly dooompoaed, lor tho purpose ot being 
convetiod into oi'. Tbo method of extruet- 
ing the oil is very ptiraitiva. Five or six 
large tires are made, and iu each Uru aru a 
number of large ruuud pebbles, to be made 
very hut. iiy each lire lour largo square 
boxes made of the wood of ibe pioe> A 
squaw (jiles in each bos a layer ol fiab, 
covers them with cold water, nnd adds five 
ot six ol tho healed bIohoi". When the steam 
has cleuied away, small piuues ol wood are 
laid 00 tbe stones ; ibea mora lisb, uioro 
water, more stonos, and more layers o( wood, 
and so on till tlio box is filled, Tbe oil- 
maker now Ultoa all the liquid from ttiU 
box, using the oily liqaid for the second box 
instead of water. From the sarfaee ol the 
contents ot this boz, the floating oil is skim- 
med oil, 

Oiiu very biduU tribe often makes as muoii 
as seven liuudred weight of oil. Not only is 
an abundance ol oil supplied by na'ure, but 
the buttles to slote it away are actually pton 
vided, Tbe grout eoawrack grows to un ei;- 
ormout size iu Iboss northern seas, and has 
a hollow stalk, expanded at tho rout end into 
a complete flask. Thneo hollow sialka aru 
cut at a length about three loel Irom tho 
terminal bulb, and are kept wet and tlexiblo 
till requited. Xbu oil m ,,|s obtaiqed ia 



stored away in thcBO natural bottles, which 

held from a quart to three pints.
